ARGYLE STREET BUILDINGS 
DESTROYED.

TWO FIREMEN KILLED. 


Enormous damage was caused by a fire which 
oceurred in Argyle street, Glasgow, on Saturday 
night, and which raged fiercely yesterday fore- 
noon Two firemen lost their hj through 
being buried- m the débris. e outbreak 
originated in a huge block of warehouses, etc. 
which. extend from the ground floor un several 
flais. The building runs through a section of 
Miller street, where a branch of the Bank of 
Scotland occupies part of the premises. ‘The 
whole of this large area was absolutely gutted, 
and the building is in ruins 

Contingenta of firemen from all stations were 

summoned, but owimg to the inflammable con- 
tents the buildings soon resembled a colossal 
furnace. Two firemea, James Farquharson and 
Fred. True, ' married men, attached to the 
Western Division, were engaged on the roof 
when it collapsed, and they fell among the 
débris. Their mangled bodies were not re- 
covered till noon yesterday. 
, Two other fires broke out further along the 
main thoroughfare, and considerable damage 
was .done,. amounting, it is estimated, to a 
quarter of a million. 

Situated in one of the busiest parts of Glas- 
gow, Argyll street was crowded with people on 
Saturday aight. The outbreak was observed at 
Bowman's stores, while business was still in pro- 
gress. The cry of “fire” rang through the big 
establishment, and the staff and customers 
scurried into the streets as the flames spread 
with remarkable rapidity. Many of the. girls 
and women became hysterical, but all escaped 
without mishap, many leaving behind their 
coats and hats. 

When the fire brigade arrived two minutes 
leter the flames were shooting high into the 
air, and were eating their way into the heart 
of the stores. Five firemen were on the fourth, 
or top. flat when the interior of the building 
collapsed, and the men, falling inwards to the 
bottom, were buried beneath the df>ris. Three 
were extricated with much difficulty, and after 
treatment at the hospital were able to be re- 
moved to their homes. Truc, who was killed, 
was 52 years of age. He lost his wife three 
months ago. Farquharson, the other victim, 
was 36.

ANGLO-JAPANESE TREATY. 


POSITION DEFINED. 

Reuter’s Agency states that there seems to 

so many musapprehensions regarding the 
present positién of the Anglo-Japanese Treaty 
of Alliance that it may be as well to state the 
facts. 

The Note sent by the League of Nations last 

July was regarded by the Law Officers of the 
Crown, but not by Lord Curzon, as constituting 
a denunciation of that instrument, and accord- 
ingly the Treaty would, if this creed prevailed. 
cease, to exist this month. Hence the proposal 
to extend its operation fcr three months in 
order to allow of the neccesary discussions re- 
garding the future to be completed. Japan 
was, of course, informed at the time of the 
view of the British Law Officers and the 
Dominions also were perfectly cognisant of this 
veiw, which, however, was never agreed to by 
Japan, who held ‘that the Note did not con- 
stitute a denunciation. 
This position obtained until a day or twoagowhen 
the Lord Chanceilor, the highest Law Officer of 
the Crown, reversed the nrevious decision of the 
other Law Officers, and held that the Note did 
not constitute a denunciation, a view which was 
heid by Lord Curzon from the beginning. 

This change of view by Great Britain has 
been notified to Japan, and as the Treaty, 
even if denounced, would automatically run for 
another year, the question of the proposed 
three months’ extension has been dropped. 
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AMERICA AND PEACE WITH 
GERMANY.

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A Washington telegram, daicd - Friday. 
states :—The Congress has completed the enact- 
ment of a compromise resolution ending a state 
of war between the United States and Germany 
and Ausirie. The measure will now go to 
President Harding, who is expected to eign it. 

During a spirited debate preceding the vote, 
Senator Brandegee, Republican, replying to a 
question, expressed the belief that the enact- 
mént of the resolution woul result in the with- 
drawal of the American troops from Germany. 

Senator McKellar (Democrat) demanded to 
know whether the design of the Republican was 
not to have the resolution followed by a Treaty 
of Peace with Germany, to which Senator 
Brandegee replied that it was not, but that a 


Treaty of Commerce and the passage of the 
resolution would bring peace. ¢ 

Senator Lodge, repiyimg to another question, 
said that he knew of no plan by the Adm 
tration to submit the Treaty of Versailles-to the 
Senate.

REALISM AND REALITY. 


Discussing the joylessness of the ultra-modern 
play, of which the lack of exaltation in its 
love-making is but one symptom, ''A Playgoer” 
says in the Morning J’oxt :—It does seem to me, 
and also to the woman compan.on I consult 
between acts (during them secretly watching her 
to see how a scene is affecting a creature at 
the same time more primitive and more gubtie 
than myself), that a mania for dismalness has 
seized upon most of our thinking play-wrights. 
I suspect t. sy caught the contagion of Slav de- 


| pressior, through reading the stories of Anton 


Tchekhov (described to me the other dav as the 
dramatist’'s atory-teller) and his imitators. 
“Reading Anton Tchekhov's stories,” wrote 
Maxim Gorky, “one feels oneself in a melan- 
choly day of late autumn, when the air is trans- 
parent and the outline of naked trees. narrow 
houses, greyish people, is sharp. Everything is 
strange, lonely, motionless, helpless. The 
horizon, blue and empty, melis into the pale 
sky, and its breath is terribly cold upon the 
earth which ia covered with frozen mud. The 
author’s mind, like the autumn sun, shows up 
in hard outline the monotonous roads, the 
crooked streets, the little squalid houses in 
which tiny, merable people are stifled by hore- 
dom and laziness, and fill the houses with an 
unintelligible, drowsy bust'e.”” Banality of 
banalities; all is bamality—such is the message 
of Tchekhov to the world of Wesiern drama- 
tists. And the Tchekhovitis they catch, as we 
used to catch the Russian influenza, is most 
depressing—especially in these days when supper 
after the theatre is impracticable, even if we 
could afford it. ' 

The cold. calculating method of the young 
lovers is the greyest thing in their plays. So 
much so that she-who-must-be obeyed (because 
she won't obey, and there must be obedience if 
the world is to go on) wished that “ The Blue 
Lagoon” was still running, so that we could go 
and rejoice in some true, triumphant, idyllic 
young love after every three spasms of drama- 
tised Tchekhovitis. How the audience loved 
those young lovers, when Dick said, “ Emmeline, 
you are so beautiful,”” and Emmeline replied, 
“Dick, you are beautiful and strong.” Why 
when the nasty, cynical castaway 
ashore on the island out of a Maugham play, 
perhaps) threatened to break.up the idyll, and 
voung Emmeline passed her young lover the 
fishing spear, a wide-girdled matron in the row 
of stalls behind showed signs of rising like a 
toy-balloon and cried out: “Kill him, Dick! 
Kill him!” We all felt then that, after all, 
there is such a thing as mutual pagsion in this 
world--that, even if the almost universal rule 
is that one dares to kiss and the other endures 
the kissing, yet once in a golden while adora- 
tion is equal and apposite, and the white 
miracle of two souls as one flame lights up a 
century like Venus at her brightest in the 
evening sky. Yes. and there are 
humble, unsung loves which should have 
been historic—e.g., the mutual passion of a 
poor boy-clerk and a little servant girl who 
escaped from a cruel world. leaving a little 
bundle of love-leiters behind them. “O. m 
gueen,” said one letter, “you are me all dav.” 
“I broke a teapot thinking of you,” said 
i he kind of er

ace on the stage—for it is far c] to salle 
than any of the dreary, weary refkm we cot 
there: For it is the young love we see every 
spring-tide when lovers walk enlaced, not merely 
embraced, in sunlit suburban gardens. But 
what do we get from the victims of Tchekho. 
vitis? In “ The Skim Game ” Mr. Galsworthy 
gave us two young lovers, who never kissed 
once—not even when they sadly decided they 
must take sides in the all-in contest between 
their families, and part for ever. Did Romeo 
and Juliet remember they ere Montagu and 
Capulet? One kiss, and the feud was forgotten ; 
it had never been. And even the fel! division 
of Capital and Labour, deeper than any family 
feud, should count for nothing with young 
lovers. In “The Bill of Divorcement,” again, 
Sidney throws off Kit for a scientifie reason (if 
any), and who ever heard of such a thing in 
real (not realistic) life? So I—we—back the 
protest of your t, and ask our 
dramatists to take heart of grace and Jearn 
from the younglings around them, and let their 
young lovers talk in lyric passion to one another, 
te all would do if they could when the year 
and the heart's at the spring.

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PROSPECTS OF PEACE. 


DUBLIN. 

The Dublin Matision House will to-day be a 
centré of the keenest interest in view of the 
Conference to be held there upon the subject of 
an Irish peace. Admittedly the occasion is one of 
gréat importance, arid much may depend upon 
the discussions which will take place. The 
Conference, which is called at the instance bf 
Mr. de Valera, will meet at 12 o'clock. 

In addition to himself there will be present 
four representatives of Southern Unionism, 
namely—The Earl of Midleton,Sir Robert Woods, 
M.P.; Sir Maurice Dockrell, M.P., and Mr. 
Andrew Jameson. ‘The purpose of the Con- 
ference is not, of course, to settle the Irish 
question, but to prepare the way for the larger 
meeting in Downing street, to which Mr. Lloyd 
George has bidden the Sinn Fein leader and 
Sir James Craig, the Premier of Northern Ire- 
land, with any of their followers whom they 
may choose to bring with them. 

GENERAL SMUTS. 

During the last two days a rumour was cur- 
rent in Dublin that General Smuts, the South 
African Premier, had arrived in Dublin. 

As to this rumour, we are able to state 
authoritatively that it ie not a fact. What is 
true, however, is that General Smuts’s private 
secretary was"in Dublin last week, and during 
his brief stay of one day saw important people 
from Dublin Castle, and also representatives of 
Sinn Fein. : 

It is not improbable that General Smuts will 
himself visit Dublin shortly. 

To-day's Conference probably will be held in 
the Drawingroom of the Mansion House. All 
the representatives of the Southern Unionists 
are in Dublin, and will be present. Lord 
Midleton and Sir Maurice Dockrell, who were 
in London, arrived in Dublin on Saturday. 


THE LONDON CONFERENCE, 

The following is the text of the Prime 
Minister's letter to Sir James Craig and Mr. de 
Valera:—.. 

Sixn,—The British Government are deeply 
anxious that, so far as they can assure it, the 
King’s appeal for reconciliation in Ireland shall 
not have been made in vain. Rather than 
allow yet another opportunity of settlement in 
Ireland to be cast aside, they feel it incumbent 
upon them to make a final appeal in the spirit 
of the King’s words for a conference between 
themselves and the representatives of Southern 
and Northern Ireland. 

| write, therefore, to convey the following in- 
vitation to you as the chosen leader of the great 
majority in Southern Ireland, and to Sir James 
Craig, the Premier of Northern Ireland :-— 

(1) That you should attend a conference here 
in London, in company with Sir James Craig, 
to explore to the utmost the possibility of a 
settlement; 

(2) That you should bring with you for the 
purpose any colleagues whom you may select. 
The Government will, of courte, give a safe con- 
duct to all who may be chosen to participate 
in the conference 

We make this invitation with a fervent de- 
sire to end the ruinous conflict which has for 
centuries divided Ireland and embittered the 
relations of the peoples of these two islands, 
who ought to live in neighbourly harmony with 
each other, and whose co-operation would mean 


so much, not only to the Empire but to 


humanity. 
We wish that no endeavour should be lackin 


on ‘our part to realise the King’s prayer, an 
we ask you to meet us, as we will meet you, In 
the spirit of conciliation for which His Majesty 
appealed.

SUNDAY PRESS AND THE DUBLIN

Mr. Garvin, writing in the Observer, London, 
vesterday, on* to-day’s conference, says :—" li 
any words of ours could reach the Sinn Fein 
leaders during the next twenty-four hours we 
would urge them to know their moment. The 
test of constructive statesmanship is now upon 
them. Between that and aimiess, impotent 
destructiveness they must choose. Sinn Fein 
has been the climax of the Irish genius for 
agitation. Until that lower though brilliant 
kind of genius can rise to the level and capacity 
of moderating and stabilising statesmanship no 
good future can open and nothing but irre- 
vatable catastrophe can come upon the Jand. 
Preset methods are tearing Ireland asunder. 
They’ can destroy Ireland by next steps, but 
can never make it. They are leading straight 
towards a double St. Bartholomew in North 
and South, followed or accompanied by the final 
grapple between anarchy and the army. If 
that happens the unity of Ireland will perish 
for ever. If the Sinn Fein leaders can only 
bring themselves to abandon now what is im- 
possible in aim while disruptionist in method, 
and if they will recognise their chance to capi- 


talice all that is sane in their success, the 
King’s yisit to Dublin at no distant date would 
inatgurate an all-Ireland Senate superimposed 


on two Parliaments like the dome on St. Paul's.” 

“ Serutator,” in the Sunday Times says :— 
‘It is a great pity that Sir James Craig did 
not accept the invitation to Dublin like his 
Southern Unionist colleagues, and his reply that 
he could not go to a Dublin conference because 
he had already promised to go to London misses 
ihe whole point of the invitation. : Irishmen 
have a much better chance of agreeing with each 
other when we are not there to interfere; if wo 
do not think that, no Heme Rule Act has any 
right to be on the Statute Book. And after all, 
Sir James Craig has already had one private 
conference with Mr. de Valera, and a second, 
with the Southern Unionists there, too, could 
have done no harm. It is, therefore, to be 
hoped that he will change his mind and accept.”

NUMEROUS AMBUSHES, 
SEVEN POLICEMEN DEAD. 


SHOCKING CRIME “IN 
COUNTY. SLIGO. 


A KIDNAPPED CONSTABLE'S 
FATE. i 

An official report issued in Dublin on Satur- 
day is as follows:—_ S i 

At half-past eleven o'clock yesterday a eycle 
patrol of seven constables from Dromore West 
was ambushed at Calleens, six miles south- 
west of Dromore, by two different parties of 
ambishers, separated a few hundred yards 
from each other, and Constable Carley was 
wounded in both arms by one of the ambush 
parties. Constables King and Higgins, who were 
leading, were taken prisonera by the , other 
party of ambushers. The four remaining con- 
‘tables opened fire on their attackers, and 
while the fight was going on a passing motor, 
car was “commandeered ” by the constables and 
sent to Easkey for reinforcements. The am- 
bushers, who arrested Constables King and 
Higgins, took them away towards Glenesk 
Mountains. 

In the meantime, the remainin four 
constables were being held at bay by the 
second ambush party. In response to wires 
from the District Inspector at Easkey reinforce- 
ments of ice and military from Sligo and 
Ballina quickly arrived. at the scene, and pur- 
sued the ambushers who had arrested on- 
stables King and Higgins. A running fight 
ensued, and was kept up till six o’clock in the 
evening. The police and military encircled a 
wide district of country, and as the ambushers, 
going towards the mountain, were being fired 
on, they murdered their prisoners, Constable 
King and Higgins. Some of the ambusbers 
were seen to fail in the bogs, and it is believed 
that a number of them were killed. The re- 
mainder of the ambushers, in their flight, 
seattered, and became mixed up with people 
who were cutting turf, and made good their 
escape. During the fight e horses and cattle 
were killed by tite fire. e Crown forces 
eventually abandoned the fight when they con- 
sidered that furthár: pursuit was useless The 
four constables who were uninjured succeeded 
in retaining their arms. 

Telegraphing on Saturday, our Sligo Corre- 
spondent says:—Another fatal ambush took 
place in County Sligo yesterday. It occurred at 
the extreme end ot the county, and it is diffi- 
cult to secure the exact details. It appears that 
a party of policemen from Dromore West were’ 
cycling in extended formation along the main 
road between their barrack and Ballina during 
the afternoon, when they were attacked by a 
body of armed men who were under cover. One 
version states that they were poteen hunting in 
the Culleens Mountains, while another is to 
the effect thai they were on their way to in- 
vestigate a raid on a post office in the district, 
having, it is alleged, received a decoy message. 
rhe country is very wild and open, and as the 
patrol came up heavy rifle fire was directed 
upon them. The three leading members of the 
atrol were shot down, Constables King and 
liggins being killed, and Cunstable Carley 
wounded. The other members of the patrol im- 
mediately engaged their attackers, and a fight 
ensued. A large party of Crown forces from 
Sligo, accompanied by a military ambulance 
and doctors, left for the scene. e attackers 
are supposed to have got away. There is also 
a report that there were some casualties on 
the Republican side, and that one man was 


arrested. 
ANOTHER REPORT. 


Our Ballina Correspondent telegraphs :--A 
patrol of policemen, numbering seven, was 
cycling to the house of a man in the district to 
investigate an alleged robbery of £300, when 
heavy fire was opened on them from both sides 
of the road, Constable Carley being seriously 
wounded. Two other constables, named Higgins 
and King, natives of the County Galway, were 
captured and disarmed by the ambushers. The 
four remaining policemen succeeded in making 
good their escape. The two captured constables 
were led into the mountains by the rebels, and 
in the evening their dead bodies, riddled with 
bullets, were found by a séarch party. Crown 
forces, drawn froin all over Mayo and Sligo, 
scoured the mountains throughout the evening,, 
and heavy firing was heard, but the police re- 
turned without finding the whereabouts of the 
amibtishers. A man has been arrested.

Tipperary states :—Armed 
men “ held up’ a goods train between Oola and 
Limerick Junction about 10 o'clock on Saturday 
morning, and burned two wagon loads of mili- 
tary stores. A police pairo! from Oola, cominz 
along the railway to the scene, were attacked 

ith bombs and rifles. Sergeant Johneon and 

‘onstable Hill were killed, and the fol- 
lowing five constables were wounded:— 
Kennard, Queen’s County; Synnott, London: 
Kneale, Manchester; Noyce, Salisbury; and 
Symmons, South of England. The two men who 
were killed and three of the wounded men were 
conveyed to Limerick. The police appear to 
have been surprised and overpowered. There is 
no report of casualties among the attackers. 

Our Limerick Correspondent says that a re- 
port was made to the police at Oola that mih- 
tary stores had been thrown out of a train on 
the line and burned, and a patrol went along 
the railway to make inquiries. They were at- 
tacked by about fifty armed men. They re- 
turned the fire. The attackers were on the 
railway bridge, and the police took cover under- 
neath it. The firing went on for some time 
when the police endeavoured to return te Oola 
by the railway ime, but they were unable to 
do so. Sergeant Andrew Joinson and Constable 
W. FE. Hill. an Englishman, were shot dead, and 
fia others were wounded. The dead and 
wounded were afterwards brought to Limerick, 
and later the slightly wounded returned to their

BIG CAPTURE OF

YOUNG CONSTABLE’S FATE IN 


COUNTY TIPPERARY. 


Dublin Castle reports that on the evening of 
the ist instant nstable Joseph Sheleter, 
Royal Irish Constabulary, was shot dead et 
Barnlough, Co. Tipperary. His assailants took 
his revoiver from him. 

A report from Tipperary states that Constable 
Shelster, who was aged about 22, was a native 
of Camden Town, London, was unmarried, and 
had served in the war, having been stationed at 
Bansha for about a year ard a half. He left 
the village alone at about 9 o'clock, and two 
hours later his body was found by a labourer on 
a by-road one hundred yards off the main road. 
It is stated that he was shot through the head. 
The police “‘ commandeered” a private motor 
lorry, and conveyed the body to the barracks. 


THE SHOOTING OF CONSTABLE 
O'LEARY. | 

The circumstances in which Constable! Dennis 
P. O'Leary, Royal Irish Constabulary, was 
wounded on June 8th, at Carrickbeg, Co.| Water- 
ford, were investigated at a Military Court of 
Inquiry, held recently, in lieu of inquest. The 
evidence showed that on the evening of June 
8th Constable O'Leary was cyeling from 
Carrick-on-Suir, where he was stationed, to 
his lodgings in Carrickbeg. When he| got to 
Carrickbeg two men, one of them oga | a 
revolver, rushed out from the cam mee he 
man with the revolver went close up to Con- 
stable O'Leary and fired at him. The constable 
fell off the bicycle, and then the assailants ran 
over to him when he had fallen, and pointed the 
revolver at him as he lay on the ground. ‘Shortly 
afterwards a patrol of police and military found 
the body of 6’ Leary lying where he had been 
shot. He was quite dead. | 
Medical evidence showed that the unfortunate 
man was wounded in the chest and thigh, and 
that death had been instantaneous. | 

The Court founa that Constable O'Leary died 
from gun-shot wounds inflicted by some per. 
sons unknown, who are guilty of wilful murder, 

The murdered man was about forty years 
old, and was married. 


THE MURDER OF CONSTABLE 


BUDD. 


The murder of Constable Edgar Budd, Royal 
Irish Constabulary, a native of Tichfield, Fare- 
ham, Hants, was investigated. at a cpurt of 
inquiry held at Kildysart, Co. Clare, recently. 

Constable Budd, accompanied by nother 
constable, was cycling from Ennis to Kildysart 
on May 26th. th were in mufti, unarmed, 
and returning from leave. When near the vil- 
lage of Cooga six armed men appeared’ a short 
distance away and fired a volley at the two 
constables. Constable Budd was shot through 
the left temple with a charge from a shotgun. 
Death was instantaneous, the unfortunate 
man’s left ear being blown off and his skull 
fractured. His companion, jumping off his 
bicycle, ran across the ficlds, hotly pursued by 
one of the assassins, who chased the constable 
for an hour, firing ai him repeatedly with a 
shotgun. The constable managed to reach 
barracks safely, although he was slightly 
wounded in the hand, head, and leg. 

The body of Edgar Budd was found by a 
police patrol dying on the road where he fell. 
The murdered man’s boots had been stolen and 
his pockets searched. Both police bicycles were 
also missing. 

The Court found that Constable Edgar Budd 
had been murdered by persons unknown. He 
was single and 23 years old. 


The murder of Constable Joeeph C. Holman, 
of 16 Warrior square, St. Leonard’s-on-Sea, 
Sussex, which took place at Kilworth, Co. Cork, 
on June let, was investigated at a milacry 
court of inquiry which was held recently at 
Fermoy. Constable Holman was walking with 
a girl friend along a road near Kilworth, when 
a shot was fired from a plantation near the 
roadside. Constable Holman fell to the ground, 
wounded in the face, throat, and chest, at the 
same time attempting to draw his revolver, 
which dropped out of his hand. His companion, 
who was between Constable Holman and the 

% from which the shot was fired, received 
t slight wounds, the charge evidently pass 
ing over her head. A doctor was immediately 
fetched, but the constable died almost at once. 

The Court found that Constable Joseph C. 
Holman died from gunshot wounds, inflicted by 
some persens unknown, who are guilty of wil. 
ful murder. ; 

A search was subsequently made of the 
ground near the scene of the murder, and signs 
were found in a neighbouring plantation of 
two or three persons having been there for 
some time. A prepared embrasure, in which 
one man could be quite hidden from sight, was 
also found in the bank on the side of the road. 
The constable’s companion heard movements 
there before he was shot, but saw nobody 

Constable Holman was twenty-one yéars old 
and unmarried. 


ATTEMPTED MURDER IN DUBLIN. 


Further details of the attempt to | murder 
ex-Staff Quartermaster-Sergeant Jerome 
O'Leary are given in a recent police) report. 
It appears that Mr. O'Leary was standing at 
the corner of Gardiner’s place and Mountjoy 
square reading a Newspaper on the evening 
of June 28th. He heard footsteps approach- 
ing him, but did not take any notice, being 
interested in what he wae reading. Some 
seven or eight ehots were fired quite near to 
him, and he felt something strike him in the 
right side of his chest. He fell down, and 
heard some persons running away from him. 
Mr. O’Leary managed to struggle to the ateps 
of his house, which is near the scene of the 
attempted murder. There he was found by 
the police, and was removed to hospital. Mr. 
O'Leary had never been threaten by any

Carpentier strove hard and gamely to de- 
throne the “ Monarch gf Fistiania,” but he 
proved unequal to the task. Under the cruel, 
cymulative effect of body blows the pride of 
France, after thirteen minutes sixteen seconds, 
sank helplessly to the canvas, grovelling 
piteously on the resin, fully conscious, and 
striving vainly to arise, beaten, but not dis- 
graced. ' 

Ninety thousand people witnessed the referee 
counting the fatal ' ten,” and then a mighty 
roar of cheering swept the vast arena, which 
redoubled in volume when Dempsey chivalrously 
lifted his fallen foe and carried him to his 
corner. 

FIRST ROUND. 

In the first round, after Carpentier had oyened 
with a left lead, there was some in-fighting, in 
which Dempsey pounded Carpentier’s body 
severely, forcing him to the ropes. In spite of 
this, however, many good judges were of the 
opinion that it was Carpentier's round. 

SECOND ROUND. 

The second round saw Carpentier retreating 
before his heavier opponent, but the Frenchman 
then stopped suddenly and landed his right to 
the jaw. In this round the challenger came 
mear to winning the Championship, as he 
rained both rights and lefts to the head, and 
had Dempsey momentarily reeling. The Ameri- 
can, however, succeeded in landing on Car- 
pentier’s face, cutting the eye badly, and just 
before the gong he made two terrific swings, 
both of which missed. The second round was 
decidedly Carpentier’s. 

THIRD ROUND, 

In the third Dempsey, with his beetle head 
and brown furrowed face, had determination 
written all over him. He had evidently suffered 
sufficient stings from the Frenchman, and made 
up his mind to end the fray. Slowly the cham- 
pion forced Carpentier round the ring, and 
three times led heavily to the head, but Car- 
pentier cleverly ducked. Then the challenger 
saw an opening, and drove his right to the jaw. 
Hard in-fighting followed; it was a vicious mix- 
up, with both men landing heavily, but it could 
plainly be seen that Dempsey’s blows had 
greater force behind them. The Frenchman 
never gave way an inch, however, and. fought 
the champion toe to toe. So ardent were the 
men that they did not hear the bell, and 
Dempsey landed three hard uppercuts before the 
referee tore the men apart. Carpentier seemed 
tired as he went to his corner, but Dempsey, un- 
perturbed, continued to scowl! as his seconds 
attended to him. 

FOURTH ROUND AND LAST. 

When the bell rang for the fourth round 
Dempsey started quickly, still playing on the 
bedy, Georges counfering naw and then with 
lefts and rights and wuppercuts. Suddenly 
Dempsey’s right flashed out and landed heavily 
on the neck behind the jaw, whilst his left 
found the stomach. 

THE KNOCK-OUT. 

Carpentier lurched heavily and fell forward. 
He remained on all fours s¢emingly in dire dis- 
tress, and listened to the referee counting. At 
nine he rose, and Dempsey, whose face had 
been compietely. deveid-of-expression, and who 
had beew leaning on the ropes, darted forward. 
Disdaining the Frenchman’s blows, the cham- 
pion drove his mght with all his might to the 
heart. It was a feerful-blow, and Carpentier 
went down with a crash. He did not. however, 
lose consciousness. He instantly tried to rise, 
and, clawing at the canvas, got almost to his 
knees, his legs working spasmodically. His eyes 
were wide open, and he gasped for air. He 
gazed appealingly towards ‘Descampse, who, 
wild-eyed, stood at the corner watching the 
referee counting his boy out. At the count of 
eight Carpentier made a superhuman effort to 
rise, but without avail, and he fell forward on 
his face a beaten man. 


THE SCENE AT THE CLOSE. 

Compared with the scene at the opening of the 
fight, the situation was one of bitter tragedy. 
Carpentier was confidence personified as he 
entered the ring. Descamps appeared equally 
happy and confident, his face beaming as he 
fitted here and there, whilst Georges stood in 
his corner waving his hand to the cheering 
crowd. He took the offensive immediately the 
fight started, and his snappy work with both 
hands made Dempsey seem slow by comparison. 
A right which nearly sent Carpéntier through 
the ropes was Dempsey best blow. In the 
second round Dempsey, finding that his rights 
were not reaching their mark owing to the 
Frenchman’s clever head-bobbing. started body 
work and uppercutting, one of the later blows 
opening the Frenchman's left eye. 

It was the body punishment, however, which 
finally wore Carpentier down to the condition 
which made it easy for Dempsey to land the 
right to the jaw for the coup de grace. lt was, 
in fact, Dempsey’s big right, and the tremen- 
dous strength behind it, which during the 
second and third rounds had been ripping and 
tearing into the Frenchman's body while Car- 

ntier was battering the champton’s face with 
efits and rights, which won the battle. Despite 
Carpentier’s gameness, it was evident after his 
grueliing punishment in the third round that 
the Frenchman must soon succumb if he in- 
sisted on trying to land a decisive right and left 
to the head. It is true that Dempsey did not 
like the Frenchman's blows, some of which 
shook him to the heels, but he was almost 
always able to drive home telling biows to the 
body when the Frenchman landed. At in-fight- 
ing Carpentier was clearly outclassed. 

Dr. Connolly, who examine? Carpentier after 
the fight, said that the Frenchman had broken 
his right thumb in two places and sprained his 
Dempsey left the ring without a mark.

BATTLEFIELD MEMORIAL. 


Reuter’s Correspondent in Arras telegraphed 
yosterday:—Mr. Meighen, Prime Minister ol 
Canada, accompanied by Sir George Perley and 
Major-General Sir Fabian Ware, representing 
the Imperial War Graves Commission, to-day 
visited the battlefields in the neighbourhood of 
Vimy, and uaveiled a war cross in the Thelus 
Cemetery, where the great majority of the 
graves are those of Canadians. The ceremony 
was most impressive in its simplicity. All the 
Mayors of the local communes and many schoo 
children were present. Among those who at- 
tended were the Prefect of the Department, 
General Huguenot, Commanding the Military 
District; the Bishop of Arras, and Colonel Dick- 
Sunyngham, Commanding the British Troops in 
France. Mrs, Meighen and several Canadian 
ladies whose sons lie buried in the neighbour- 
hood ,were also present. The ceremony closed 
appropriately on the notes of the “ Last Post, 
sounded by a British bugler far away in the 
still desolated fields. 

Mr. Meighen delivered an address, of which 
he immediately afterwards read a translation in 
French. He said:—The great war is past—the 
war that closed, we hope for ever, the long 
ghastly story of the arbitrament of men’s 
differences by force. The last clash of earth’s 
millions is over. Now there can be heard only 
sporadic conflicts, the moan of prostrate nations, 
tne cries of the bereaved and the desolate, the 
rtrugglings of the exhausted peoples to rise, and 
stand, and move onward. We live among the 
ruins and) echoes of Armageddon: its shadow is | 
receding slowly backwards into history. At ! 
this time the proper occupation of the living is 
first to honour our heroic dead; next to repair 
the havoc that surrounds us, and, lastly, to 
learn aright, and apply with courage, the les- 
sons of the war. 

A LINK WITH FRANCE. 

Here, in the heart cf Europe, we meet to 
unveil a memorial to our coyntry’s dead. In 
earth, which has resounded to the drums and 
the tramplings of many contests, they rest in 
the quiet of God’s Acre. At death they sheathed 
in their hearts the sword of devotion, and now, 
from oft-stricken fields, they hold aloft ite cross 
of »saerifice, mutely beckoning those who 
would share their immortality.

At Newcastle Assizes on Saturday, Owen 
Salmou, 25, a labourer, and Anthony Dunlavey, 
35, miner, were charged with having on the 
night of March 5th attempted to break into a 
bonded warehouse in Newcastle with intent to 
cause an explosion, with having been in posses- 
sion of explosives, and having conspired with 
others to cause an explosion. Three men were 
found by the police outside the warehouse, a 
— on the door having been cut away. 

almon was caught, and in his possession were 
found explosives and a fuse. The other two 
men got away, and Dunlavey was arnested later. 

Dunlavey, in the witness box, demiecd having 
any connection with the affair. He admitted 
that he was a memiber of the Gaelic League and 
the Irish Self-Determination League, both con- 
stitutional bodies, but said that he had no sym- 
athy with violent methods.. He denied know- 
edge of Sinn Fein objects. 

Salmon did not go into the witness-box. Dun- 
lavey was acquitted. Salmon was found guilty 
and sentenced to seven years’ penal servitude. 

James Conroy, 25, school teacher, and John 
McAlinden, 19, brassworker, convicted on Thurs- 
day of having on May 21st, at Wallsend, set fire 
to a timber shed, and of having been in posses- 
sion of revolvers and cartridges, with intent to 
endanger life, were sentenced, Conroy to seven 
years and McAlinden to five years’ penal ser- 
vitude. 


BROMLEY SHOOTING AFFAIR. 


Four men—William Affection, Jeremiah Mina- 
hane, William Robinson, and Dennis Tangley— 
alleged to be concerned in the shooting affair 
at Bromley, Kent, in the early morning of June 
17th, were charged at Kent Assizes, Maidstone, 
on Saturday, with intent to murder Constables 
Lewis and Hall, and with being in possession of 
firearms and ammunition. They all pleaded not 
guilty. 
Mr. Hohler, prosecuting, said that it was a 
very serious affair. The jury would see that it 
was part of the Sinn Fein campaign which these 
wild Irishmen were endeavouring to carry on 
in England. It was a clear attempt at murder, 
but luckily neither constable was hurt. In- 
criminating documents were found at the house 
where Minahane and Robinson were arrested. 
The jury returned a verdict of guilty against 
all the prisoners of shooting with intent to do 
grievous bodily harm and of being in illegal 
possession of firearms, They returned a verdict 
of not guilty upon the charge of shooting with 
intent to murder. 
Robinson was sentenced to 12 years’ penal 
servitude, and each of the other prisoners to 
10 years’ penal servitude. 

As the prisoners went below, they shouted— 
“ God Save Ireland.’’ 


AUSTRALIAN TREASURY 
RETURNS. 


ENCOURAGING FIGURES. 

A Sydney telegram, dated Friday, says :— 
The net revenue for the past twelve months was 
£34,081,000, as compared with £28,619,000 for 
the corresponding period a year ago. The prin- 
cipal increases for this period were :—Stamps, 
£115,000 ; income tax, £2,088,000: racecourse ad- 
mission tax, £113,000; land revenue, £211,000; 
pilotage and harbour dues, £103,000; railways, 
£1,555,000; tramways, £600,000; Sydney Har- 
bour Trust, £138,000; Metropolitan water sewer- 
age rates, £287,000. The principal decgease for 
the past twelve months was in unclassified re- 
ceipte—viz., £9,000. 

he Melbourne Correspondent telegraphed on 
Saturday :— With the balance from last year, 
the Federal financial year closed with a surplus 
of £6,000,000. The estimated revenue was ex- 
ceeded by £1,750,000; while the expenditure of 
the year was £4,000,000 below the estimate. The 
Federal Government will shortly introduce a 
bill to extend preferential tariff to the 
Dominions providing a satisfactory measure of 
reciprocity is offered in return. 

A Brisbane telegram says:—The Queensland 
Treasury returns for the month of June show 
that the revenue amounted to £1,812,000, as 
compared with £1,881,000 in the ‘corresponding 
period of last year, while expenditure was 
£1,880,000, as against £1,950,000. There has 
been an excess of revenue over expenditure dur- 
ing the past twelve months of £9,000, compared 
with £26,000 in the corresponding period a year 
ago. 
In a Thessage from Hobart, Tasmania, the 
Correspondent says:—The revenue continues 
highly satisfactory. The total for the financial 
year ended yesterday was £2,105,448, being an 
increase of £290,417 over the previous year, and 
also £98,590 more than the Treanaty estimate. 
The increases apply to nearly every source of 
revenue, the largest amount being from the 
railways, viz., £87,320.

ALLEGED GREEK ATROCITIES. 
Reuters Paris Correspondent says—The Temps 
on Saturday night published additional details 
of the position at Ismidt before the evacuation 
of the town by the Greek troops. The ulaging 
of the Mussulman quarter of the town, the ne ws- 
paper says, “lasted from June 24th to June 
2ith.” it was carried on, not only by Asiatic 
Auziliaries enlisted by the Greek authorities 
but also by Greok sailors under the leadership of 
petty officers. Trustworthy witnesses saw a 
hundred houses set on fire and counted more 
than sixty dead bodies, most of which had their 
hands tied behind their backs and bore marks 
of great cruelty. The Greek Command and 
Greek ofhcers refused to intervene. 

Captain Delor, a French officer, with two 
orderlies and an interpreter, courageously did 
their best to save the Mussulm They suc- 
ceeded in getting about 4,000 persbns together 
in the French school and in the building of 
the Assumptionist Fathers. The Greeks set fire 
to Turkish houses near-by, but, fortunately, the 
fire did not spread io the buildings in which 
were the refugees. French sailors tried to put 
out the fire, but Greek troops fired on them ín 
the nope of preventing them. The determined 
attitude of the French finally made the Greeks 
desist. The Mussulman population of the dis 
trict has decided to send an expression of grati- 
-tude to General ‘Pelle, the French High Com. 
missiuner of Constantinople.

The following Feather are now made public 
conoerning the Paris Municipal Issue, the third 
in the lasv five years, 

The issue consists of 3,600,000 bonds of 500 
francs each, representing a nominal capita! 
issue of 1,600.000.000 francs, not all of which 
are unmediately issued. The bonds are redeem- 
able over a long period of years by periodical 
drawings, at each of which a number of the 
bonds will be redeemed at per and a few at 
the usual premiums. The premiums in connec- 
tion with this issue amount to 5,625,000 franc: 
per annum, inciuding two premiums of one 
9 a francs each and eix of 150,000 francs 
each. 

The yield varies from 61 per cent, to 6 per 
cent. according to the price of subscription paid 
by the three different categories of subscribers, 
and is exempt by authority of Parliament from 
all income and other taxes, present and future, 
levied on the yield of bonds in France, the

TRADE IN THE NEAR EAST. 

A cable received by the London, office of the 
Guaranty Trusi Company of New York from 
its Constantinople office reports that important 
Turkish import houses have arranged to cancel 
orders placed last year in Manchester for this 
year’s delivery, paying the penalty provided by 
the contracts. The cable reads as follows >-- 
‘Imports into Constantinople for May exceeded 
£T6,800,000, exports exceeded £T1,100,000; the 
former figure shows a decrease of £7T1,200,000 
and the latter an increase of £7140,000 over 
April. It is believed that the exports include 
a number of unsold British consignments. 
Despite the absence of important commodity 
arrivals, there is a strong demand for eterling. 
During the fortnight the lowest quotation was 
5.12; the rate is now 5.3. re is some 
offering here of dollar futures, covering ‘sales 
of tobacco from Smyrna. The offerings were 
absorbed readily by the market and by the 
epeculative elements. There is no business in 
drachmas, and the market is nominal. Im- 

wrtant commercial houses here have arranged 
for the cancellation of 1920 Manchester orders 
for 1921 delivery against penalties. Petroleum 
jmporters who were previously interested in the 
Batour market are now purchasing im 
Rumania, which is sending substantial con- 
signments here,” 


ECHO OF AN OLD SOUTH AFRICAN 
i BOOM, 


Among the emall-priced South African shares 
Shebas have revived during the past week,

by renewed talk of the company having “ found 
the reef again.” By this is moant (writes 
Truth) a fresh run of payable ore. The first 
Sheba company formed in London was re- 
gistered in 1887.

DUBLIN COUNTY COUNCIL, 


THE INCREASING RATES, 


RATEPAYERS’ - DEPUTATION. 


At a meeting of the Dublin County Council, 
held on Saturday, Mr. H. Friel, chairman, pre- 
siding, it was resolved to adépt the recommenda- 
tion of the Finance Committee that the em- 
ployés of the Couucil affeeted by the increased 
wage granted by resolution in .August last, 
whereby surface men were given a week! 
wage of 58s., be henceforward paid each wee 
the full wage so granted; that each month the 
accumulated arrears, shá to a period 
of one month, be paid off until all such arrears 
were( extinguished; and further, that as an 
assistance to this end the payment of all pen- 
sions exceeding in any individual case per 
unhum be postponed to the extent of 20 per 
cent. until the Committee recommended that the 
finaucial position yer “— of payment in full. 

Lady krell dissented. 

A deputation attended from the County Dub- 
lin Ratepayers’ Protection Association, 

Mr. Belton, Chairman of the Association, 
stated that there was a burden thrown on the 
ratepayers that they could scarcely face, and 
they were at a loss to know why. the rates that 
had been rapidly increasing for a number of 
years had been so very much increased this year. 
From a business point of view the business of 
the county had seen its best, days. Tulse year 
was much behind last year from a business point 
of view, and it was unfair that they should be 
asked to pay nearly as much more in taxes this 
year as last year. 

Yhe Chairman pointed out that the Council 
had two main sources of revenue—firstly, the 
rates struck by itself, and secondly the contri- 
butions received from the urban districts in 
respect of services common to the County Coun- 
cil districts and the urban districts. They had 
to finance Balrothery and Dublin Unions, and 
portions of Rathdown and Celbridge, and als 
various activities with regard to the Public 
Health Act. Tiley had to contribute to the 
maintenance of Richmond Asylum, and had no 
control over the expenditure. This year the 
Asylum asked £51,000, and the County Council 
had ne option but to raise it. 

Mr, Belton said that the rates meant an 
increase in the rate on agricultural land from 
9s. 4d. to 17s. 3d. in the £. : 

The Chairman further stated that the Council 
had no contro] over the Dublin Unions, but 
must raise the money for them, There were 1n- 
creased demands from bodies over which they 
had no control. The previous Council had to 
dea! with a question of wages of 37s. a week; 
afterwards it was 40s., and subsequently 58s. 
There was found to be a large deficit at the 
end of the year, and a serious increase on the 
rates became inevitable. But in spite of all 
the impediments and difficulties the County 
Council were enabled to do extremely good work. 
The Richmond Asylum and the Union involved 
responsibilities, and these the Council fully met. 
They accomplished what they did by the exer- 
cise of economy and by financial adjustment, 
Grants had been removed, a the Council 
faced all sorts of difficulties in order to pro- 
tect the ratepayers. All these risks were taken 
by the Council, and they must not forget the 
element of malicious mjuries. . 

Mr. Belton contended that prior to the strik- 
ing of the rates there was no written authority 
from Dail Eireann authorising the striking of a 
flat rate. Jt was unfair to pay men at the 
rate of 58s. whilst producers were only paid 43s. 
He did not with to appear as being in oppos!- 
tion to the labourer. 

The Chairman ‘explained that as to a large 
proportion of the views urged by the deputa- 
tion the Couneil were clearly not to blame, and 
as to any action the Council bad taken in the 
matter of wages or otherwise they had full 
and ample authority. The Council expected all 
ratepayers to pay the rates promptly and fully, 
and if they ever had any representation to 
make from time to time the Council would be 
pleased to listen to them. The Council and 
other public bedies camé into existence at 4 
time when the cost of living was very high, and 
every public body was faced with a dema 
for increased wages. No serious effort was 
made by the late public bodies to meet the 
situation. He suggested that the members of 
the deputation should consult and see how they 
could bring about a condition of things when

CLARE ASSIZES, 
PUBLIC ATTITUDE TOWARDS CRIME. 


Clare Assizes were opened on Saturday 
Ennis by the Lord Chief Justice. 

Addressing the Grand Jury, his lordship sai 
that there were three bills to be committed t 
them for investigation. The cases seemed f 

t no features of difficuliy. 

When he was there, only four months ago 
at the March Assizes, he expressed the fi 
hope that when he would next come he woul 
be able to congratulate them on an improve 
state of affairs. He saw that that hope ha 
not been realised. In that four months 
siaie of iAeir country had gone from bad t 
worse.. The sumber of specially reported cas 
was three bundred and thirty-three, as agains 
one hundred and eighty for the correspondin 
period of last year, and they had increased no 
only in number, but in gravity. In that sho 
period there had heen no leas than ten c 
of murder, four cases of attempted murder, 
and four cases of wounding. In other « 
of endangering life the increase was, Ko 
tunately, in the same, if not in greater, pro- 
portion. There had beer some eighty-five eases 
of robbery or attempted assault and robbery, 
nineteen cases of larceny from ihe person, 
thirty-five cases of arson, involving the destru 
tion Of valuable buildings, difficult, if not im- 
possible, to replace, and go less than one hun- 
dred and forty cases of malicious injury, as 
against forty-mime at the corresponding period 
of last year. : | 

No person contemplating the returns b 
would feel a deep coneegn for the people. 
had dealt with the condition of Clare at two 
Winter Assizes, afd on each occasion he hail 
expressed the hope that the time would come 
when he would be able to congratulate the 
people of Clare on an improved state of affairs, 
and on having @ country where life was safe, 
property secure, snd where pefsons could go 
about the ordinary affaite of their lives without 
fear of asdassination of the destruction of their 
homes. He was afraid thet he bad now almost 
lost hope that that condition of affairs would

THE TOWN TENANTS’ LEAGUE. 


THE EXPIRATION OF THE RENTS ACT. 

Mr. William Field (and subsequently Mr. P. 
J. Carolin) presided at the meeting of the All- 
Ireland Town Tenants’ League, held at the 
offices, 43 Rutland square, Dublin, on Thursday 
evening last. 

Among the many cases dealt with was one 
of great importance reported from Capel street, 
where efforts were being m to dispossess a 
trader of an establishment in which he con- 
ducts a successful business. Jt was decided to 
take suitable action for the tenant's protection, 
and the owner Wiad been written to, with a 
view of an amicable sett!cment of the dispute. 

The Chairman (Mr. Field) announced that 
he had received a letter from their General 


Secretary, Mr. Briscoe, who, through ill-health, 
was compelled te take a rest from hig labours, 
stating that he felt greatly improved through 
his sojourn, and hoped to be eocn Wmong them 
It was unfortunate that portion of 


again. 
the Rents Act had n allowed to expire. He 
was afraid that the consequences would be 


serious unless further organised efforts were 
made, and he appealed to those who were most 
likely to be affected—merchants and traders—to 
awaken to the dangers that wera facing them, 
and to take united action in defending their 
interests. Public opinion was behind them in 
the demand for the establishment of a Rent 
Court to fix fair rents and adjust differences 
between owner and ‘«rant. 

A report was read from Mr. James A. 
Meagher, LL.B., solicitor, dealing with the 
cases referred to him, and also with various 
questions arising regarding the interpretation 
of certain clauses in the Rents Act, which had 
been called into question by an extensive house- 
owner in the city. It was noted with satis- 
faction that the house-owner’s contention was 
incorrect, and that this would mean a consider- 


| able saving to the tenanis affected.

It. was she who 
deseribed her faithless King Jerome as. the sou 
who had slipped in by mistake between two 
Napoleons.” She was Immense! ¥ rich, but very 
careful in “mall matters, and when, late m iife, 
she visited Paris she sent hes larg: st hat-box as 4 
present to her grandson. When it was opened it 
was found to be full of loaf sugar. with a line 
inside saying that she had collected this from 
the trays sent up to her with tea and coffee. 
She left her money to be divided between her 
two grandsons, of whom Charlies was tits 
younger. N® one, by the war, seems to have 
recalled the fact that one member of the Bona- 
parte family acquired by marriage the name 
of Moltke. This lady was the niece of the 
American statesman who has died, and 
daughter of Charles Jerome Bonaparte, who took 
a commission in the French Army. served m 
the Crimea arid Algeria. and retired with the 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel after the war of 
1870. She married Count von NMoltke-Hrifele, of 
the Danish branch of the great German. military 
familr. Her stepfather was for 4 rears Danish 
Minister in France, and the Empress. Eugene 
once visited her at Nrbore Burt a Bonaparte 
who became a Moitke' Trujr, there is some- 
times a strange irony in the collocation of 
names.
